The  Workmen's  Compensation  Board  has  the  honour  to  submit  its 
report  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1949,  in  accordance  with  Section 
50,  subsection  (2)  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act. 

The  year  1949  showed  a  continuation  of  the  expansion  of  industrial 
activities  in  the  Province.  As  at  December  31,  1949,  there  were  11,162 
employers  registered  with  the  Board,  an  increase  of  921  over  the  number 
registered  as  at  December  31,  1948.  During  the  year  there  were  32,396 
claims  reported  to  the  Board,  compared  with  28,557  reported  during  1948. 

The  claims  staff  has  been  able  to  deal  with  the  increased  number  of 
claims  for  accidents  in  a  satisfactory  manner  and  a  constant  effort  is  made 
to  see  that  payment  is  made  to  the  workman  as  soon  as  possible  after  all 
reports  in  connection  with  the  accident  are  received. 

Medical  Officers  of  the  Board  made  regular  visits  to  the  various 
industrial  areas  of  the  Province  to  endeavour  to  ensure  that  injured  work¬ 
men  received  adequate  medical  and  hospital  care  and  to  personally 
follow  their  progress. 

The  Rehabilitation  Reserve  set  up  under  the  provisions  of  the  1948 
Act  has  been  used  to  a  considerable  extent  to  enlarge  the  Board's  program 
of  retraining  permanently  disabled  workmen  so  as  to  fit  them  for  gainful 
employment  and  to  give  assistance,  where  required,  to  temporarily  dis¬ 
abled  workmen. 

The  question  of  the  establishment  of  a  physiotherapy  and  rehabilita¬ 
tion  clinic  as  an  integral  part  of  the  Board's  administration  has  been  under 
careful  study  and  review.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Board  will  be  in  a  position 
to  commence  construction  before  the  end  of  the  current  year. 

The  high  level  of  auditing  of  employers'  payrolls  was  maintained  in 
spite  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  employers  coming  under  the  Act. 

The  new  definition  of  disaster  effective  from  January  1,  1948,  fur¬ 
nished  assistance  to  many  classes  of  industries  to  an  extent  greater  than 
during  any  previous  year  in  the  history  of  the  Board.  The  detailed  applica¬ 
tion  of  the  definition  of  disaster  is  presently  receiving  the  attention  of 
the  Board. 

The  continued  expansion  of  industry  in  the  Province  has  necessitated 
a  further  expansion  of  Accident  Prevention  work.  The  Board  conducted 
two  courses  in  Edmonton  and  one  course  in  Grand  Prairie  on  safety  and 
first  aid  for  employers  and  employees  in  the  lumber  industry.  Monthly 
meetings  of  the  members  of  safety  committees  and  supervisory  personnel 
were  held  in  both  Calgary  and  Edmonton  under  the  auspices  of  the  Board. 
The  Board  is  desirous  of  the  formation  of  safety  associations  within  each 
separate  industry  as  experience  has  indicated  that  such  associations, 
working  in  co-operation  with  the  Board,  can  reduce  the  incidence  of  acci¬ 
dents.  The  work  of  the  full  time  Safety  Supervisors  appointed  by  the  cities 
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of  Calgary  and  Edmonton  and  by  some  of  the  larger  employers  is  fully 
appreciated  by  the  Board,  and  the  Board  would  like  to  see  the  policy  of 
employing  safety  supervisors  adopted  by  many  more  employers. 

Amended  safety  regulations  applying  to  the  petroleum  industry  were 
issued  during  the  year. 

Exhibits  of  personal  protective  equipment,  mechanical  guards,  etc,, 
were  displayed  and  safety  literature  distributed  by  the  Accident  Prevention 
Department  at  some  of  the  summer  fairs  held  in  the  Province. 

Mine  Rescue  training  was  carried  on  throughout  the  year  and  a 
separate  report  of  the  Mine  Rescue  Department  is  attached  hereto. 

During  the  year  the  Board  visited  various  industrial  centres  of  the 
Province  to  meet  with  workmen,  their  representatives  and  employers  for 
discussion  of  matters  coming  under  the  Act. 

In  order  to  cope  with  the  demands  made  on  the  Board  as  the  result 
of  the  expanded  industrial  activities  in  the  Province,  the  Board  was  com¬ 
pelled  to  increase  its  staff  and  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
its  thanks  to  all  the  members  of  the  staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation  and 
efficiency.

Result  of  Operations 

Operations  for  the  year  under  review  resulted  in  provisional  surpluses 
of  $170,458.20  in  respect  of  1949  and  $393,353.79  in  respect  of  1948  and 
prior  years,  details  of  which  are  shown  on  Statements  No  4  and  5  respec¬ 
tively.  The  provisional  surpluses  have  been  consolidated  on  Statement  No. 
3  and  carried  to  operating  reserve  as  shown  on  Statement  No.  2.  In 
arriving  at  the  operating  results  in  respect  of  Class  13-2,  assessment 
revenue  applicable  to  the  twelve  month  period  ending  October  31,  1950, 
and  all  expenditure  during  the  months  of  November  and  December  1949, 
has  been  deferred  to  the  next  fiscal  period;  and  revenue  of  1948  applicable 
to  the  twelve  month  period  ending  October  31,  1949,  and  all  expenditure 
during  November  and  December  1948,  deferred  as  at  January  1,  1949,  has 
been  brought  into  account  in  order  to  show  all  transactions  in  their  respec¬ 
tive  periods. 

Assessment  revenue  shown  on  Statement  No.  4  is  based  on  actual 
payrolls  for  1949,  so  far  as  they  are  known  to  the  Board.  Minor  adjustments 
may  be  necessary  when  all  information  is  available  and  payroll  audits 
completed. 

Rebates  to  employers  who  entered  into  arrangements,  approved  by 
the  Board,  for  furnishing  medical  aid  to  employees' amounted  to  $51,059.41 
and  were  charged  against  assessment  revenue.

Payments  for  medical  services  in  respect  of  accidents  of  1943  and 
prior  years,  amounting  to  $17,150.04,  have  been  charged  to  the  reserve 
for  rehabilitation  together  with  administrative  and  general  expenses  in  the 
amount  of  $8,880.85. 


ASSETS 

Assessments  receivable,  less  reserve 

Assessments  receivable  have  been  adjusted  to  include  assessments 
based  on  actual  payrolls,  so  far  as  they  are  known  to  the  Board.  Minor 
adjustments  may  be  necessary  when  all  information  is  available  and 
payroll  audits  completed.  The  reserve  for  doubtful  assessments  receivable 
amounted  to  $46,778.49  at  December  31,  1949,  and  is  considered  adequate. 
During  the  year  under  review  accounts  totalling  $3,801.72  were  written  off 
as  uncollectible.  Recoveries  in  respect  of  accounts  written  off  amounted  to 
$5,570.69. 

Advances  to  employees  secured  by  chattel  mortgages 

Advances  to  employees  secured  by  chattel  mortgages  amount  to 
$443.78.  Repayments  have  been  made  as  required.

Special  adjustment  coupons  unmatured  as  at  December  31,  1949, 
received  by  the  Board  under  the  Province  of  Alberta's  debt  reorganization 
programme,  are  shown  on  the  attached  balance  sheet  under  the  above 
caption.

LIABILITIES  AND  RESERVES 


Deferred  income,  net 

Assessments  levied  in  respect  of  Class  13-2,  being  for  the  twelve 
month  period  ending  October  31,  1950,  have  been  deferred  in  full  until  the 
next  fiscal  year.  Likewise,  all  expenditure  during  November  and  December, 
1949,  regardless  of  year  of  occurrence  of  accident,  has  been  deferred.  The 
net  revenue,  $267,347.90,  is  shown  on  the  attached  balance  sheet  under  the 
above  caption. 

Estimated  merit  rebates 

Merit  credits  to  be  allowed  in  respect  of  the  year  1949  could  not  be 
determined  prior  to  the  closing  of  the  Board's  accounts,  but  provision,  in 
the  amount  of  $447,380.00,  has  been  made  as  an  estimate  of  requirements. 
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Reserve  for  claims  pending  and  unfinalled  claims 

The  above  reserve  is  an  estimate,  based  on  opinions  of  medical  and 
administrative  officials  of  the  Board,  and  the  experience  of  certain  previous 
years,  of  the  amount  required  to  meet  compensation  payments  and  pension 
awards  in  respect  of  all  claims  pending  and  unfinalled  claims  together 
with  medical  services  in  respect  of  all  accidents  occurring  subsequent  to 
December  31,  1943,  after  excluding  claims  in  respect  of  self-insurers' 
employees. 


Reserve  for  silicosis 

No  information  is  available  from  which  an  opinion  could  be  formed  as 
to  the  adequacy  of  the  reserve. 


Reserve  ior  pensions 

Interest  earnings  for  the  year  were  sufficient  to  meet  actuarial  require¬ 
ments. 

An  evolution  of  the  Board's  liability  with  respect  to  pensions  was 
made  as  at  December  31,  1948,  by  officials  of  the  Board.  Based  on  the 
assumption  that  interest  earnings  would  be  maintained  at  the  required 
capitalization  rate  of  3%,  the  reserve  provided  by  the  Board  in  respect  of 
liabilities  as  at  that  date  was  sufficient  to  meet  requirements. 


Reserve  for  rehabilitation 

Under  authority  of  the  1948  Act  the  reserve  was  increased  by  a 
transfer  from  reserve — Section  33-(l),  (n)  of  $365,307.45  being  the  balance 
of  that  reserve  in  excess  of  $100,000.00  as  at  December  31,  1949. 

As  stated  elsewhere  in  this  report  payments  for  medical  services  in 
respect  of  accidents  of  1943  and  prior  years  have  been  charged  to  the 
reserve  following  the  transfer,  as  at  December  31,  1948,  of  the  amount 
standing  to  the  credit  of  the  reserve  for  medical  aid  to  the  reserve  for 
rehabilitation. 


Reserve  for  disasters 

No  information  is  available  from  which  an  opinion  could  be  formed 
as  to  the  adequacy  of  the  reserve. 


Reserve — Section  33-(l),  (n) 

Under  Section  33-(l),  (n)  of  the  Act,  the  reserve  is  provided  to  cover  such 
portion  of  the  cost  of  claims  of  workmen  suffering  enhanced  disabilities 
as  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  due  to  similar  or  other  disabilities 
previously  suffered.  The  balance  of  the  reserve  in  excess  of  $100,000.00 
as  at  December  31,  1949,  $365,307.45,  has  been  transferred  to  the  reserve 
for  rehabilitation  as  stated  elsewhere  in  this  report. 
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Reserve — Section  33-(l),  (k),  (1943  Act) 

The  reserve,  which  under  Section  44-(8)  of  the  1948  Act  is  to  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Accident  Fund,  is  presently  being  held  to  provide  for  adjust¬ 
ments  required  with  respect  to  pensions  suspended  during  the  war  years 
and  paid  into  the  reserve  under  Section  33-(l),  (1)  of  the  1943  Act. 


Operating  reserve 

The  reserve  represents  the  balance  at  credit  of  classes  after  provision 
for  reserves  as  shown  on  Statement  No.  2.

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MINE  RESCUE  AND  FIRST  AID  DEPARTMENT 

BLAIRMORE 

The  mine  rescue  apparatus  at  this  station  has  been  kept  in  very  good 
condition  throughout  the  year  and  has  been  used  for  training  purposes 
only  except  on  one  occasion  when  it  was  necessary  to  use  the  H.  H. 
Inhalator  for  artificial  respiration  in  an  endeavour  to  save  the  life  of  a 
miner. 

The  Bellevue  Mine  Rescue  Team  competed  in  the  Provincial  Mine 
Rescue  Competition  held  at  Edmonton  and  was  awarded  second  prize. 

An  average  of  forty-nine  men  have  been  given  the  regular  monthly 
training  through  the  year.  Twenty-two  new  men  were  awarded  Mine 
Rescue  Certificates.  First  aid  awards  were  made  in  all  the  towns  in  the 
Pass.  First  aid  classes  are  now  being  conducted  at  Coleman,  Blairmore 
and  Hillcrest. 


CANMORE 

The  mine  rescue  equipment  at  this  station  is  all  in  very  good  condition 
and  was  used  for  training  purposes  only. 

Seven  new  men  received  Mine  Rescue  Certificates  and  forty-two 
awards  were  granted  in  first  aid  work.  The  Canmore  First  Aid  team 
competed  in  the  Provincial  Mine  Rescue  and  First  Aid  Competition  held 
in  Edmonton  in  July,  1949,  and  was  awarded  first  prize.  The  Mine  Rescue 
team  also  competed  in  the  competition  and  made  a  very  creditable  show¬ 
ing. 


The  Canmore  First  Aid  Team  was  awarded  first  prize  in  a  provincial 
First  Aid  Contest  put  on  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association. 

DRUMHELLER 

The  mine  rescue  apparatus  is  all  in  very  good  condition.  During  the 
past  year  one  request  was  made  for  the  use  of  the  apparatus.  This  was  on 
April  15  and  came  from  the  Red  Deer  Valley  Mine  to  combat  an  under¬ 
ground  fire. 

Nine  new  men  were  awarded  Mine  Rescue  Certificates  and  twenty- 
four  first  aid  awards  were  granted.  First  Aid  Classes  are  being  carried  on 
at  Drumheller,  East  Coulee  and  Rosedale. 

An  average  of  37  men  have  taken  the  regular  monthly  training  in 
mine  rescue  and  first  aid.  One  rescue  team  and  one  first  aid  team  repre¬ 
sented  the  Drumheller  district  in  the  Provincial  Competition.  Both  teams 
made  a  very  good  showing. 


LETHBRIDGE 

All  mine  rescue  equipment  at  the  Lethbridge  and  Shaughnessy  rescue 
stations  is  in  very  good  condition  and  was  used  for  training  purposes  only. 
Seven  new  men  were  awarded  Mine  Rescue  Certificates.  A  total  of  eighty- 
four  men  were  given  instruction  on  first  aid  work  and  granted  their  first  aid 
awards. 
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A  total  of  115  men  have  been  given  first  aid  treatment  by  the  local 
mine  rescue  superintendent  in  charge  of  this  station.  First  aid  has  also 
been  rendered  inside  the  mine  by  the  personnel  of  the  mine  rescue  crews. 

A  total  of  twelve  men  took  the  regular  mine  rescue  and  first  aid  train¬ 
ing  throughout  the  year. 


EDMONTON 

The  mine  rescue  equipment  at  this  station  is  all  in  very  good  condition 
and  was  used  for  training  purposes  only.  An  average  of  12  men  took  the 
regular  monthly  training  in  the  mine  rescue  and  first  aid  work. 

The  mine  rescue  team  representing  the  Edmonton  District  was 
awarded  first  prize  in  the  Provincial  Mine  Rescue  and  First  Aid  Competi¬ 
tion  held  in  Edmonton  July  18,  1949.  The  Edmonton  First  Aid  Team  also 
made  a  very  creditable  showing  in  the  first  aid  competition. 

The  local  superintendent  went  to  Heisler  for  a  period  of  two  weeks  to 
give  instructions.  Seven  men  were  given  instruction  in  mine  rescue  and 
granted  mine  rescue  certificates.  Nine  men  and  3  women  took  the  first  aid 
lectures. 

A  total  of  14  men  were  granted  mine  rescue  certificates  and  the  first 
aid  awards  were  as  follows:  87  certificates,  37  vouchers,  2  medallions. 


CADOMIN  DISTRICT 

The  mine  rescue  equipment  at  the  Cadomin,  Luscar  and  Mercoal  mine 
rescue  stations  is  all  in  good  condition.  Owing  to  the  mine  at  Mountain 
Park  closing  down,  the  mine  rescue  equipment  at  this  station  was  moved 

to  the  Station  at  Mercoal. 

* 

Mine  rescue  awards  for  this  district  were  as  follows:  Cadomin  6, 
Mercoal  1 1 ,  Luscar  1 . 

At  Luscar,  6  first  aid  awards  were  granted  and  a  first  aid  team 
competed  in  the  Provincial  Competition.  A  first  aid  team  from  Cadomin 
also  competed  in  this  competition,  both  teams  making  very  creditable 
showings. 

A  mine  rescue  team  from  Mercoal  also  competed  in  this  contest  and 
received  third  prize. 

The  local  superintendent  of  the  mine  rescue  station  at  Cadomin 
rendered  first  aid  to  injured  workmen  throughout  the  entire  year.  One 
hundred  and  nineteen  cases  were  treated. 

In  the  month  of  November,  1949,  the  apparatus  was  used  to  make  an 
inspection  of  a  damaged  area  in  a  mine.  One  rescue  team  successfully 
carried  out  this  inspection. 

At  Luscar  a  few  minor  accidents  were  attended  to  by  the  members  of 
the  mine  rescue  crews. 

Sixteen  men  at  Mercoal  received  first  aid  awards. 
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NORDEGG 

The  mine  rescue  apparatus  at  this  station  is  in  fairly  good  condition. 
The  machines  have  been  used  for  training  purposes  only,  an  average  of  8 
men  taking  the  monthly  training  throughout  the  year. 

Twelve  new  men  have  taken  a  mine  rescue  and  first  aid  course  and 
1 0  have  been  awarded  their  mine  rescue  and  first  aid  certificates. 

A  total  of  15  cases  have  been  give  first  aid  treatment  by  the  local 
superintendent  of  the  rescue  station. 

CALGARY 

The  General  Superintendent  of  Mine  Rescue  has  visited  the  various 
rescue  stations  throughout  the  year,  and  on  such  inspections  has  found 
the  mine  rescue  equipment  in  good  condition.  All  the  regular  mine  rescue 
crews  are  training  every  month  and  each  station  is  well  equipped  with 
spare  parts. 

A  Provincial  Mine  Rescue  and  First  Aid  Competition  was  held  at  the 
Edmonton  Exhibition  on  July  18,  1949.  The  competing  teams  were  as 
follows:
